its recommendations

clusions as to remedial legislation 
In 
addition there is a chapter u 'voted to 
the 
state insurance 
department 
In 
which the committee declares that It 
would seem that the superintendent of 
the department has had ample power 
to ascertain tile transactions of insur­ 
in g companies but 
that the super- 
Bsion 
by 
the department 
has 
not 
proved a sufficient protection against 
extravagance and 
mahidministration. 
Instances are given of reports made on 
the affairs of the 
.Mutual Life Insur­ 
ance company, the New York Life In­ 
surance company and the Equitable 
I ife Assurance society in which noth 
ing was hi ought out to show the con­ 
ditions developed 
in the 
testimony 
given before the committee. 
No substantial amplification of the 
powers of th** d *; a ament seems neces­ 
sary, 
according 
to the 
committee, 
which ltold3 
that most of 
tile ovils 
which have been disclosed by the in­ 
vestigation would have been impossi­ 
ble had 
thei e been a vigorous 
per­ 
formance of th** 
duties already laid 
upon the insurance department. 
The legislation recommended by the 
committee 
provides: 
For the safe­ 
guarding of the rights of policyholders 
In mutual companies in the election of 
directors; authorization to stock com­ 
panies to retire their stock and be­ 
come mutual companies, such m utuali­ 
zation not to be compulsory: various 
regulations to prevent unwise invest­ 
ments and improper syndicate o; ora­ 
tions; tho sale 
of prohibited securi­ 
ties within five years: for the lim iting 
of new business to $150,000,000 a year; 
for the prohibition of contributions by 
insurance companies for political pur­ 
poses 
Lobbying is condemned, and 
tho wisdom of 
economical manage­ 
ment is urged, but the committee does 
not deem it advisable that tho legisla­ 
ture should attempt to prescribe the 
expenditures of insurance companies. 


Further Recommendations. 


Further recommendations are made 
as to the 
valuation of policies, 
sur­ 
render values, surplus, forms of poli­ 
cies and publicity of all farts pertain­ 
ing 
to 
a company’s 
business. 
An 
amendment .to the penal code is rec­ 
ommended to provide that the person 
receiving a rebate should lie e q u a lly 
guilt\ with the one who gives if. 
Tile committee says the accounts of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company 
should be thoroughly examined in or­ 
der that the extent to which moneys 
have been misapplied and the respon­ 
sibility for any misapplication may be 
determined. 


Concerning the New York L ife In ­ 
surance company the committee found 
that 
its 
transactions 
with 
Andrew 


Hamilton showed extraordinary abuses, 
and that the statement sent from Paris 
by

specifications. 
In taking up the Equitable Life As­ 
surance society the committee tells of 
the dissensions last February which 
resulted In the reorganization of that 
society and in the disclosures which 
brought about the legislative inquiry. 
The syndicate operations of the Eq u it­ 
able and Jam es Ii. Hyde and tho rela­ 
tions between the society and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. are referred to at consid­ 
erable length, as is also the $50,000,- 
000 Union Pacific pool under the man­ 
agement of E. IL Harriman, Jacob IL 
Schiff and Jam es Stillman. 
Participa­ 
tion in this pool by the Equitable the 
committee holds was clearly Improper.

Gas .and Electric Company’s Station 
Destroyed. 


San Francisco, 
Fob. 23.— Many of 
the streets in the downtown section of 
this city are in almost utter darkness 
as a result of the fire tBat destroyed 
the Jesse street station of tile San 
Francisco Gas and Electric company 
early in the day. 
The station was one 
of the largest in tho city and Its loss 
has been widely felt in the loss of both 
light and power. 
The loss from the fire will amount 
to about $850,< 00. 
Candles and kerosene 
lamps were 
used 
during the 
day to 
illuminate 
many offices, elevators were not run­ 
ning and business wa3 almost at a 
standstill in some places. 
All the leading 
hotels and restau­ 
rants In the downtown district were 
without light and power for hours. 
Tile origin of the fire has not been 
determined, 
Workmen say that there 
was 
a flash, 
followed 
fit a 
sheet 
of flame, and in a few 
moments the 
Tames had broken through the roof. 
The flames communicated at once 
with waste and oil and 
were imme­ 
diately beyond control. 
In imminent 
danger of their 
lives, the 
employes 
“ plugged out” before trying to make 
their escape, thus preventing a heavy 
drift and weakening of the other pow­ 
er stations. 
Fix persons were slightly hurt dur­ 
ing the progress cf the fire.

the Chinese take the United States for 
an "easy m a r k ”- a country which will 
not resort to warlike retaliation. 
“Tills sending of troops to the Philip­ 
pines is one of the wisest moves ever 
determined on by President Roosevelt 
and the secretary of war." said Dr. 
Casher the other day. 
"A show of 
force is w h a t Impresses the Chinese 
above everything else. 
"The well founded accusations that 
the reception accorded to Chinese visit­ 
ors in America is not courteous fu r­ 
nish a diplomatic pretext, not the real 
reason of the boycott. The Chinese dis­ 
like the foreigners C r coming in and 
splitting up the country, and ti vc boy­ 
cott is the chief weapon of revenge. 
They picked out the United States this 
time because they knew we would not 
send an arii'v over ami fight them, as 
France or Russia might. 
But the ani­ 
mus of the boycott Is against foreign 
traders iii general nnd is Intended to 
bo a sort of scare to tho European n a ­ 
tions. 
"The way the boycott is organized is 
wonderful. 
Tile guilds that exist In 
such numbers are the means through 
which It is kept up. Those guilds are 
all powerful. 
If they once decide on 
any measure the m an who disobeys Is 
disgraced—not he alone, lait his faintly 
also. 
"In a Shanghai street if I try to get a 
Chinaman to carry mo in his rickshaw 
the conversation runs like this:

23.— T he relchstag d u r­ 
ing the day passed the first and se c -1 
ond readings, without amendment, of 
the governm ent’s proposal to extend 
,ecfprocnl tariff rates to the United 
States until June 30, 1907. 
Chancellor von Buelow opened the 
debate on the proposal. 
Tho house 
was thinly occupied, scarcely 
more 
than seventy m e m b e rs being in theii 
seats. 
Am bassador Tower and Sec 
ond Secretary G arrett of the American 
embassy were alone in the diplomatic 
gallery. 
The chancellor said that the impe­ 
rial governm ent asked the relchstag 
to authorize 
the application of 
the 
treaty rates to the United States not 
as a right under the most favored n a­ 
tion Interpretation, but in order that 
the negotiations pending might still 
be conducted to a satisfactory end and 
because it was in the interest of both 
countries to avoid a tariff war. 
The 
chancellor said he placed a high value 
on good political relations between 
Germany and the United States, which 
were a blessing to both lands, but it 
would be deceptive to believe that he 
would buy political friendship by the 
sacrifice of G e rm a n y ’s economic inter­ 
ests. 
The 
grounds of 
the govern­ 
m e n t’s proposals were that a tarifl 
war, which m ust only be resorted to 
in case of necessity, would damage not 
only G e rm a n y ’s shipping interests but 
other im portant departm ents of indus 
try. Although the United States would 
be injured In Its exports, which had 
grown considerably, the advantage of 
such a war would rest with a third 
country. 
The chancellor presumably 
m eant Great Britain. 
The Dill having passed 
its second 
reading, Baron Hoyle Zn H errnsheim 
introduced 
an a m endm ent declaring 
that it should extend only to part cd 
G erm an y ’s conventional tariff. 
Count von Posadowski-Wehner op­ 
posed the am e n d m e n t on the ground 
that it would compel the government 
to forthwith discriminate against Am ­ 
erican goods, adding 
that Germany 
had not had great success in its latest 
tariff wars. 
The am endm ent received only the 
votes of a part of the Nationalists. 
The bill was then adopted by an im­ 
mense majority, the negatives coming 
from parts of the Nationalists and Con. 
servative3.

similar to the craft used on the Missis 
Sippi, with a big paddle wheel at tin 
stern. 
VTe had got as far as Callmai 
when, getting out of the channel, we 
stuck fast iii the mud.

Jan. 27. 
We lay there until early iii 
the afternoon of Jan. 21.

A r r a n g e m e n t s are to he m a de w ith the 
colonization d e p a r t m e n t s of th e great 
railroads t h a t run t h rour h the w e st 
and so u th w e st for sending out colonies 
of “hoboed" to build up towns along 
th e particular line and to cultivate th e 
su rro u n d in g 
farm s. 
P robably

thirds of the “hoboes” w ho claim St. 
Louis as their h o m e are good fa r m e r s 
and if they could he* induced to settle 
do w n would soon m a ke the w ilderness 
bloom as a garden. Many others h a v e 
tr ades and professions such as w ould 
be needed in s t a r t i n g a town. 
The idea of th e organizers of the club 
is that th rough organization the m e m ­ 
bers can secu re m any benefits which 
they could not secure individually. 
If 
it is found necessary to enter into poli 
ties the easy method will not he a d o p t ­ 
ed, hut that of the most as tu te polit! 
clans. 
Mr. Wilson himself is no m e an 
politician, an d when lie was a resid ent 
of Spokane, Wash., a cam pa ign w a s 
p ut through w hich resulted in the city 
erecting a w a t e r plant of its o w n afte r 
a trem endous tight. 
The d u b will h av e 
no affiliations with either great party, 
b u t ta ill w ork independently or with 
th a t party or can d id ate which prom ises 
th e greatest, good to tho mein hora of 
th e organization.
